Soybean, Is

URBANA— A new, high-yield- 


ing, high oil, lodging-resistant soy- 
bean named Perry, which is suited 
to Southern Illinois,' was announced 
today by agronomists in the Uni- 
versity of Illinois College of Agri- 
culture. 


The variety was developed co- 


operatively by Illinois and 11 other 
agricultural experiment stations in 
Midwestern states and the icgion- 
al U.S. Soybean Laboratory at Ur- 
bana, 111. 


Only about 3,000 bushels of 


Perry seed are available in Illinois 
for 1952 planting. All of it is being 
allotted to experienced certified 
seed growers to increase supplies. 
Ample supplies for general farm 
plantings are expected in 1953. 


J. C. Hackleman, Illinois exten- 


sion agronomist, says Perry is 
suited for growing in Illinois south 
of a line between Vincennes, Ind., 
and St. Louis, Mo. In this area 
Perry is expected to replace Wa- 
bash. Chief, Gibson and Patoka 
varieties. 


The new variety is adapted to a 


100-mile belt north and south ex- 
tending across Southern Indiana, 
Illinois, Missouri and Kansas.

I'm frequently asked, "Do oats 


run out?" Remember the old 60- 
days oats ? A continuous yield test 
has been run on these by the Uni- 
versity of Illinois at Urbana since 
1905. Below is a summarization, of 
the results of this test by 10 year 
periods. 


1905 to 1915—57.9 bushels 
1906 to 1925—54.1 bushels 
1926 to 1935—64.0 bushels 
1936 to 1945—60.8 bushels 
1915 to 195J*-55.9 bushels 
Apparently the yield has not 


gone down. Under ordinary farm 
conditions we could expect some 
mixing of varieties from combines, 
bins, and so en. 


During this test, in the Highest 


10 years, the oats produced 64 
bushels. During the same 10 years 
the highest single year yield of 84 
bushels and the lowest of 19 bush- 
els was obtained. Oats do NOT run 
out if the seed is kept pure.

Boyd Stouffer, Mt. Morris. He has 
some good reasons to support his 
views. 
f Men have gotten wealthy m thu 
Vountry by taking: advantage ot 
business cycles—mainly prices and 
building. When prices are rising 
and building (of all kinds) is boom- 
ing, that is the ideal setting for 
making money. 


That's the conclusion of Prof. 


F. A. Pearson, famous Cornell 
economist, in a recent issue of 
"Farm Economics." 


Related General Prices 


^Q Poultiy prices aie very closely 
i elated to general puces and build- 
ing activity. You seldom have low 
poultry and egg prices when mil- 
lions of new homes aie being built. 
Home-makers use more eggs and 
chicken meat than when they Jive 
"on their parents," in apartments, 
or "eat out." 


Many American fortunes, ac- 


cording to Pearson, can be traced 
to this ideal combination of rising 
Ijprices and building activity. The 
demand for building and construc- 
tion of all kinds is far from satis- 
fied. 


Prices will not go up forever, 


but there is no indication that they 
will come down very much, if any, 
in the near future. 


Other Points 


Point No. 2 that Mr. Stouffer 


makes is that this is an election 
year and the "ins" have enough 
j^pntrol over some prices to prevent 
«. serious decline before election. If 
the policy should change 
after 


election, grain prices will be the 
first to decline in a free market, 
and then poultry will be "better 
propei ty" to own than grains. 


Point No. 3—Poultry and eggs 


are being grown very efficiently 
and these foods cost consumers 
Jess than most other protein foods. 
Proteins are just beginning to en- 
\f}y a boom because they build 
strong body tissues without'adding 
fat 


Point No. 4—"The in-and-outers 


never make money," says Stouffer. 
"They are usually egg producers 
who cannot see six months ahead 
to summer and fall pi ices. (Prices 
stayed high for a long period last 
fall ) There will be a shortage of 
cjrgs next fall, with high prices," 
.says this breedcr-hatcheryman, "so 
^hy not plan for a spnng brood) 
and enjoy that extra income next 
fall? Take advantage of o t h e r 
people's lack of foresight."

HST's Bid to Name Successor. 
Hurt by Silence and Kefauver 


President Truman now has put off for at least another 


month any public statement whether or not he intends to 
seek re-election. While this further delay is unlikely to af- 
fect his own chances, it might well weaken his power to in- 
fluence the choice of a successor, should the president decide 
not to run. 


No one doubts that if Mr. Truman wants' the nomination 


he can get it, even if he doesn't speak until the last moment 
before the convention. But this business of selecting a sue 
cessor suitable to the White House is more difficult. 


Senator Kefauver of Tennessee has upset all hopes, if 


such do indeed exist, that plans for a successor could be 
worked out without serious interference. Kefauver is an earn- 
est and energetic campaigner. His TV fame and his simple, 
direct manner in meeting people combine to assist his can- 
didacy. 


In New Hampshire, for instance, the professional Demo- 


crats not long ago were saying Kefauver would not poll more 
than 30 per cent of the popular vote in the coming March 11 


• primary. Now, after some heavy work by the senator in 
that state, the professionals are not so sure.

The situation in Wisconsin is even more irksome to the 


Truman regulars. Since a candidate's formal consent is re- 
quired for entry into that primary (set for April 1), Mr. 
Truman's name will not appear. Kefauver has entered, and 
his only competition will be two "favorite son" slates stand- 
ing in for the president. 


But neither of the sons' slated for the Democratic ballot 


is well known, and the conviction is strong that Kefauver 
will win over them handily. 


A victory there and a good popular showing in New

The senator will have real competition, of course, in Ne- 


braska April 1. Senator Kerr of Oklahoma, reputed to be 
one of the president's favorites as a possible successor, has 
entered the Nebraska primary. His move is a double-pur- 
pose affair to hold the fort for Mr. Truman if he can, and to 
give his own candidacy some steam if the president declines. 


Kerr is a genial, likable fellow and may cut Kefauver 


down in Nebraska. But there is no guarantee of it. In na- 
tional fame Kefauver must be allowed a definite edge. Should 
he ride out this situation, too, Mr. Truman would have a big 
problem on his hands.

It would be a mislake, naturally, to minimize the value 


of the presidential blessing, whether it should fall on Kerr 
or Governor Stevenson of Illinois, or some other. But a Ke- 
fauver flushed by triumphs in early spring primaries and 
gathering popular momentum would be no easy barrier for 
Mr. Truman to hurdle. 


Mr. Truman is a shrewd politician. He must be as aware 


as anyone of these prospects. If he is, then two conclusions 
are possible. One is that he has made up his mind to run again 
and thus isn't worried about Kefauver. The second is that 
he does not take the senaton.so seriously as some of his field 
lieutenants are beginning to do- 


A President Truman bent on seeking re-election is on 


safe ground in keeping silent. But a president eager to with- 
draw but hopeful of designating his heir is getting into dan- 
gerous waters as the days go by. 


And the entry of Sen. Richard Russell of Georgia into 


the Democratic sweepstakes doesn't help Mr. Truman's posi- 
tion any, either.

Jacoby on Canasta 


Study Discard Pile Rules 


BY OSWALD JACOBY

"We run into a certain amount 


of confusion," writes a San Fran- 
cisco correspondent, "in replacing 
the red thiees. We play both 
canasta and Samba, and wonder 
if the rule is the same for both 
games. 


"Suppose you are dealt a red 


three as part of your original 
hand. Are you allowed to replace 
it from the stock pile and then 
pick up the discard pile?" 


Yes, you are permitted to do So 


in either Canasta or Samba. This 
right applies only to your very 
first play of a hand. Later on you 
are not allowed to take the dis- 
card pile. 


Let me go into this matter in 


some detail, because a large mini- 
ger of fans have written to me 
about it. The important thing to 
remember is that drawing to re- 
place a red three at your very 
first turn is not considered a regu- 
lar play; it is Just a preliminary. 


When the game first came to us 


from South America, It was cus- 
tomary for everybody to put down 
his red threes before anybody 
made a play. Anybody who had 
put down a red three then drew 
a card to replace it, and the play 
began only after all this had taken 
place. 


Our American rule provides that 


you draw a card for your red 
three at your first turn to play 
instead of before the play begins. 
However, that draw is still con- 


sidered a preliminary, Just aa It 
was in the original South Amer- 
ican game. 


That preliminary has no effect 


on your later play. You are still 
in position to choose whether you 
will draw from the stock pile or 
take the discard pile. (On most 
hands, of course, you will not 
have the right cards to take the 
discard pile, and therefore you 
will have no choice.) 


This rule applies only to your 


very first play becau.se that is the 
only time that you hold red threes 
that weie dealt to you by the 
dealer. If you draw a ,-cd three, 
later on, fiom the stock pile you 
have already begun your play by 
drawmp from the stock pile. 


Hence you may replace the red 


three by thawing- ngam from the 
stock pile, but you are not al- 
lowed to change noises in mid- 
stream by. drawing the discard 
pile instead. 


This follows the general princi- 


ple that you must carry through 
«" a play that you have begun. 
If you start to take the <i,scard 
pile, you mo commute to do w 
<if you can). You can't p,ck a 
few cards up. f.ddle about with 
them, and then put them back nnd 
decide to draw from the stock pile 
instead.

Usual Impression That British Labor Movement Is 
Genteel or Law Abiding Can't Survive Inspection.

ROME—The impression prevailing in the United States that th 


union movement in Great Britain LS a ,decent, genteel, law-abiding 
exercise of the right of collective bargaining by voluntary members 
does not survive close inspection or regular perusal of the English 
papers over a length of time. It is in some particulars even more 
impudent toward the legislature and the whole people than our 
monstrosities, but it is now losing ground after ruling and well-nigh 
ruining the country through the long Socialist administration. 
The 


British public has yet to hear of the practical criminality of the 
spectacular gangsters of the A. F. of L., some few of whom have 
been jailed away notwithstanding the apathy of the executive coun- 
cil of that master syndicate of the criminal world which Senator Ke- 
fauver so artfully ignored. 


The British papers have a peculiar taste in American news and 


a peculiar standard of celebrity. 
They are childish over Hollywooc 


hams whom they call cinema stais and, as I re- 
jorted a few weeks before she became Queen Eliz- 
abeth, they let the young princess get maneuvered 
into a degrading exhibition at which Frank Sinatra 
and the woman for whom he <^uit his wife and three 
children got top billing. 
Sinatra would have out- 


scored the heiress to the British throne except that 
Lucky Luciano's melodious friend lost his temper 
and laid an egg. The London Express gavc-Sinatra 
hysterical play, but a reaction set in right afterward. 
Persons in the royal household, the Washington em- 
bassy and Scotland Yard caught hell for neglect- 
ing to save the royal prestige from this exploitation.

The British union racket went into a steep decline after the in- 


surrectionary general strike of 1926. The open shop became a shin- 
ing institution symbolic of the Englishman's right to raise whiskers, 
go barefoot, wear red, long-handled drawers over his trousers or oth- 
erwise indulge his lawful whims. His right not to contribute to the 
campaign funds of the Labor party was confirmed in a law which 
made the unioneers come to each man or woman individually for a 
voluntary gift. 
When the unions took over the government they 


changed this back to the old form whereby the individual has to take 
the initiative and record his intention to abstain. This is much, less 
comfortable to the worker tl\an the other way. The coercive intent 
of the racketeers in charge, some of whom actually are peers and 
knights of various degrees, while publicly denied, is privately ac- 
knowledged with a smirk. 


There is not much difference between their unioneers and ours 


under the skin. They lie with a straight face, they don't give a dam 
for theJ- country where a union issue is involved, and they perse- 
cute the poor dumb working stiff to the extent that the law and the 
people charged with enforcing the law permit. 


Their workers also arc a good deal like ours in their attitude to- 


ward unions and union bosses. The British ignoranti, like our own 
sheep, cherish their unions because under union rule a half-hour's 
work in an hour's time by the clock is the accepted standard and petty 
time-killing, stalling and whistle-jumping tricks enjoy almost legal 
status for lack of organized opposition among the employers. 


A few weeks ago, Nancy Astor, 


who is mrch more intelligent than 
the dolts to whom she had to ap- 
peal for votes by pretty clown- 
ing and repartee, hauled off and 
said that although she was an ar- 
dent dry she had to admit that 
tea, not gin, booze or beer, was 
the curse of Britain. 


She was right. The silly spec- 


tacle of a half dozen street la- 
borers or t e a m s t e r s standing 
around with morose expressions 
straining tea through old bill mus- 
taches on the street while the Rus- 
sian drives his slaves 15 hours a 
day on carp soup and turnips 
is almost unbelievable at 
first 


glimpse. They are, as Nancy said, 


forever at their damned tea, and 
whatever it does to their tripes 
and tubing in the course of years, 
the waste of man-hours and money 
on this idiotic obsession is obvi- 
ous and appalling. 


An English friend told me that

He addressed his words espec- 


ially to the people of China and 
Russia, reminding them how the 
United States came to their aid in 
World War II when they were in- 
vaded by Nazi Germany and Ja- 
pan. 


"We helped them to save their 


countries," the president said. "I 
want to say to these people today, 
as we said then: 
We are your 


friends. There are no differences 
between us that can not be set- 
tled if your rulers will turn from 
their senseless policy of hate and 
terror, and follow the principles 
of peace. 


Harbor No Hate 


"Today, the aggressive policies 


of your rulers are forcing us to 
arm to defend ourselves. But we 
can not find in our hearts any 
hate against you. We know you 
are suffering under 
oppression 


and persecution. We know that 
if you were free to say what you 
really believe, you would join with1 
us to banish the fear of war, and 
bring peace to the earth. 


"Your, government, with its 


newspapers and radios, may try 
to make you believe that the 
United States is a hostile coun- 
try, bent on war. 
But that is 


not true. I want you to know 
that our highest aim is peace and 
friendship—and an end to 
the 


horrors of war."

lijACKSON, Miss., (AP)—A 25- 
year-old Negro Korean veteran 
will take the stand today to de- 
scribe the torture he allegedly re- 
ceived at the hands of five Mis- 
sissippi peace officers in 1950. 


The soldier, Murry (Sunshine) 


Gray, was flown back here from 
the Korean front as a prosecution 
witness in the civil rights trial 
of the five officers. 


Gray was handcuffed to a tree 


<jid beaten, the indictment said, 
in July, 1950, when he was a 
civilian living at Magnolia, Miss., 
about 85 miles south of Jackson. 


The five officers allegedly took 


the Negro from a jail cell to a 
remote spot outside of town where 
he was beaten to "extort force and 
coerce" a confession of a filling 
station burglary. 


Meanwhile there was a widely 


circulated 
report that another 


jfegro had confessed to New 
Orleans police that he committed 
the filling station burglary. 


A U.S. grand jury handed down 


indictments charging: 


1. Conspiring to deprive Gray 


Of his civil liberties; 


2. Actually 
depriving htm of 


them by the alleged beating; and 


3. A second beating. 
The defendants are former Pike 


County Sheriff Robert E. Lee, two 
'%rmer deputies under Lee, An- 
drew Jones and Frank Smith; No- 
len Wall, county patrol officer, and 
J. J. Montfourt, a constable. 


The peace officers pleaded in- 


nocent at their arraignment and 
have been free on $1,000 bonds. 
The maximum penalty for the 
alleged civil rights violation is 
one year imprisonment and $1,000 
fine for each count. 


Scandal-Ridden Tax Bureau 
In Drive Against 'Dodgers' 


WASHINGTON —(AP)— Stung 


by scandals within its own ranks, 
the 
Internal 
Revenue 
Bureau 


launched a silent 
but sweeping 


drive during the last six months of 
1951 against tax dodgers. 


This became known today with 


the issuance of a report which 
showed: 


1. 744 tax fraud cases were 


sent to the Justice department for 
prosecution in the last half of 1951 
—almost three times as many as in 
the same period the previous year. 


2. In 1950 for each 100 such new 


cases, 60 were dropped without 
full court prosecution. But last 
year, only 13 out of 100 were 
dropped. 


3. Within the 
bureau itself, 


cases sent to the penal division for 
prosecution increased 26 per cent. 
The number dropped by the divi- 
sion without prosecution declined 
55 per cent. 


4. Outstanding warrants lor col- 


lecting of all types of delinquent 
taxes increased from 902,007 cases 
involving 543 million dollars at the 
end of 1950,' to 955,841 cases m- 


j volving 641 million dollars by the 
end of 1951. 


Figures on the stepped-up en- 


forcement campaigr were disclosed 
in a revenue activities report—the 
second such report ever released 
to the public. The reports are com- 
piled monthly but the bureau has 
not made them public. An official 
said the reports will be released 
regularly from now on.

stitution, 82,473 against it. 


The island has been a U.S. 


colony since the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war. Congress gave it the 
power to elect its own president 
in 1947. It already elected its leg- 
islature. 


The new constitution, which 


must be ratified by the United 
States, ends U.S. congressional 
power to repeal the island's laws, 
and removes the U.S. president's 
power to appoint auditors and 
supreme court justices. It leaves 
open the way for Puerto Rico to 
become a state.

M U N S A N , Korea, (AP) — 


'Korean truce talks are "right back 
where they were Dec. 18," Rear 
Adm. R. E. Libby said today after 
arguing with the Communists 
whether 50.000 missing Allied 
troops actually exist. 


Libby demanded the Reds ac- 


count for the missing men—South 
Korean soldiers the U.K. command 
says the Reds incorporated in the 
North Korean army. 


They "do not exist," said North 


Korean Maj. Gen. Lee Sang Cho. 
He called it an Allied fabrication, 
an attempt to block our progress 
by creating another hindrance." 
(The 
Reds concede some South 


Koreans are in the Communist 
army, but contend they are volun- 
teero and that many deserted the 
South Korean army.) 


"They do exist and have always 


existed," Libby snapped back. And 
they "must be returned to our 
side" when prisoners of war are 
exchanged. At this point Libby 
said: "Apparently we are back 
where we were on Dec. 18." Nego- 
tiators exchanged lists of prisoners 
of war on that date. 


In another truce tent Red staff 


officers repeated their "firm and 
unshakable" demand that Soviet 
Russia help supervise a truce. 
U.N. officers repeated their "irre- 
vocable" stand that Soviet Russia 
was not acceptable. ' 


They have been deadlocked like 


that for weeks.
